Large Amount on Hand. 


"The total yield of potatoes' in 


Wisconsin for the year 1917," says 
the report, "according to the figures 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
was 34,998,058 bushels. Based upon 
these figures,. 14,000,000 to 17,500,- 
000 bushels still remain in the hands 
of the farmers and in the ware- 
houses. Of this amount approxi- 
mately 12,420,000 to 15,750,000 bu- 
shels are in the farmers' hands and 
approximately 200,000 bushels 
are 


in thCj warehouses. • 


The committee declared that car 


shortage was one of the principle 
causes for the present and over sun- 
ply of potatoes in the hands of the 
farmers. 


A vigorous protest was expressed 


by many growers in both sections 
tgainst the use of refrigerator cars," 
says the report, ''during the past 
winter for the purpose of shipping 
beer when great quantities of 'po- 
tatoes, a perishable food, were be- 
ing held back from the consuming 
cities because of the inability of 
growers and shippers to secure, an, 
adequate number of 
refrigerator 
cars.

The recommendations of the com- 


mittee are as follows: 


(a) The dealers and warehouse- 


men be requested to receive potato ;s 
from the growers and sell the same 
on consignment, charging a reas- 
onable percentage or charge for ser- 
vices rendered; or 
' (b) That the state of Wisconsin 
or-the Federal Government, through 
some state or federal agency, take 
such' steps-as may be-necessary to 
assure the growers that a pro rata 


•share of potatoes hauled to 
the 


warehouses will be' marketed • and 
will not be left on hand to be re- 
hauled by the growers. 


(c) That-the''state and 
County 


Councils of Defense and state de- 
partments, bodies and 
institutions 


generally fully co-operate with the 
growers and distributors in their 
efforts to concentrate and move the 
undistributed potato crop. 


2. That the governor and' the state 


council of defense respectfully urge 
the United States Food Administra- 
tion as a grain conservation meas- 
ure, to regulate the spread in price 
of potatoes between the producer 
and consumer. 


Urges Consumption. 


3..That the state of Wisconsin, 


through the governor and the Stats 
Council . of 
Defense, 
respectfully 


urge the United States Food Admin- 
istration to at once ins-titute and 
carry on an intensive nation-wide 
campaign designed to encourage and 
to promote the consumption of po- 
tatoes proceeding from 
the 
basis

in order to conserve those that are 
not jso-'obundant and those,-the sup- 
ply of 'which is seriously 'inadequate. 


4, That the governor recommend 


to the State Council of Defense that 
it ascertain at once what the pros- 
pects are.for an adequate refrigera- 
tor or potato car supply for tho 
shipment of potatoes from points in 
Wisconsin during the 1918-19 sea- 
son. . 


5. That the1 Governor bring to the 


attention of the proper authorities 
in • Washington the alleged unjust 
and inequitable distribution of re- 
frigerator cars during the past win- 
ter in Wisconsin for the purpose of 
transporting beer when a large pait 
of an unprecedented supply of po- 
tatoes -was going to waste for want 
of proper transportation facilities. 


If reasonable assurance of an ade- 


quate car supply during the 191S-10 
period were forthcoming, that such 
fact be widely published through- 
out'this state at the earliest possible 
moment before ,i;he-planting season.

of cities of its class in the state, taking into consideration the assessed valuation of 
property.

Mayor Says Newspaper Attack

Defending himself from *n. edi- 


torial attack made Friday by » Mad- 
ison newnpapor, wherein the city acl- 
ministratioii was blamed lor the in- 
creaied tax valuations of the last 
year. Mayor' George C. Sayle issued 
the following public statement Sat- 
urday: 
"The reassessment of the valua- 


tion of property in Madison was not 
the fault 
of the 
city, but was 


brought about by the Madison Real- 
ty company,-which presented a peti- 
tion to the Wisconsin tax commis- 
sion charging inequalities in the as- 
sessed valuation of property m Mad- 
ison and asking for a reassessment. 


"A hearing was held by the tax 


commission and it developed that 
there -were a few inequalities, but 
no gross inequalities. 
The tax com- 


mission, however, felt that a reas- 
sessment was justified and the city 
was1 notified of the decision.

sented, as the city was not respon- 
sible for the reassessment. 
Sinne 


the new 'valuation became effective, 
the city has discovered excessive as- 
sessed valuations and through the 
city council has rebated to the ow-i- 
ers a considerable sum of money. 


"The city finance committee, by 


holding down last year's budget to 
$14,000,000, has made the payment 
of taxes less in mnr.y instances than 
they were before."

As allied-troops begin offensive movements on the 


Picardy battlefield, the German assaults are slackening, and 
the Germans are digging themselves in feverishly around 
Lassigny where French pressure has heeri hea;/y. South 
of the Somme the tide turned Sunday. Germiiri assaults 
were repulsed and the French made good gains. 


Eleven days ago the conflict opened with British and 


German soldiers the adversaries.. Since then the French 
and American armies^have joined with Field Marsha^Haig's 
forces, while Austrian and Bulgarian troops are aiding the 
enemy. 
Canadian cavalry and Australian infantry have 


been doing much of the fighting under the British flag in 
the last two days. 


Over the roads to the battlefield.'in motortrucks and on 


foot, 100,000 American soldiers are moving to join in the 
fight against the invader. Their destination in the fighting 
area1 has .not been disclosed. They -are seasoned troops anx- 
ious to get into the fight. 


"The most intense fighting is progressing south of th-. 


Somme where attempts are being made by the Germans 1o 
reach the Paris-Amiens railway line. Unable to make gains 
astride the Somme, the enemy has made heavy, attacks at 
other points but with no success. Moreuil, the center of 
the fighting south, of the1 Somme, is reported to have 
changed hands four times and is now held by British, Can- 
adian and French troops. 


Around Montdidier where the battle line curves north- 


ward the French have reclaimed Ayencourt and Monchel. 
Further ea'st.toward Lassigny in the direction of Noyon the 
Germans have been pressed back and a salient driven into 
the enemy lines. It is in this region that the Germans are 
now digging in. German attempts to force a passage of the. 
•Oise at Chauny were crushed by the French who wiped out 
an enemy force which tried to establish a bridgehead on the 
south'ern bank of the river. 


North of the Somme where the Germans were thrown 


back with severe losses by the British Saturday, the fight- 
ing activity has been moderate. 


If Field Marshal von Hindenburg intended to spend 


April 1 in Paris he must have meant some other year than 
1918. His troops are still more than fifty miles from the 
French capital and they are getting ready to defend them- 
selves against the Anglo-France-American forces under 
General Foch. The boastful utterances of the German lead- 
ers also have ceased. 


In .north Italy the,artillery firing is increasing and pa- 


trol actions are more numerous, but there.has.been.no, large 
infantry action.
